A message in writing was then received from the 
Governor ofthe State of Tennessee, by Mr. Daniel 
Graham, the Secretary of State, who delivered in 
the same at the Speakers table, and withdrew. 

The said Message was read at the clerk’s table, 
and is as follows, te wit 5 

Fellow- Citizens of the Senate and - 

of the House of Representatives, 

In the exercise ofthat discretion which is vested in 
the Executive, by the constitution of our state, te 
convene the General Assembly on extraordinary oc- 
casions, I have thought it expedient that you should 
be now assembled. 

It is with reluctance that I have called you from 
your homes and private pursuits, atthis busy sea- 
son of the year, to act in your legislative characters; 
but when the public good requires if, I am persuad- 
ed that you will not think the sacrifice too great. ` 
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Among the subjects which will be presented, for 
your consideration, some, it is believed, possesses 
claims to your immediate attention. 

By the report of the Board of Commissioners for 
the adjudication of Lund Warrants, Lerewith com- 
municated, it will be discovered that a much larger 
number of claims have been filed for their examina- 
tion than could have been anticipate by the Legisla- 
ture, at its last session, and greater than can be ac- 
ted on by them before the expiration of the period to 
which their duties are limited. By the existing 
Jaws, no provision is made forthe priority of loca- 
tion upon the warrants they may issue, without 
which great injustice and much confusion will result, 
and consequently they have not delivered to claim- 
ants, any of the warrants which they have adjudged 
valid. Itis submitted to your consideration whe- 
ther it would not be expedient to extend the time for 
receiving and adjudicating land claims, and whether 
the office ought not then to be finally closed. It is to be 
regreted that claims of this description seem to in- 
crease in proportion to our efforts to satisfy them. 
The peace and policy ofthe country require that 
this business should have a termination ; though it 
is believed, there are some cases that equally require 
your intervention with those already acted upon, and 
which were not filed within the time heretofore limit- 
ed. Withregard to such warrants as may be yet 
unappropriated, it would seem proper thatthe priori- 
ty of entry should be determined in the manner here- 
tofore directed, at some suitable time to be fixed, by 
law. There appears to benot only much equity in 
such a provision, but a great necessity for if, espe- 
sially as the good vacant land is said to bear but a 
small portion to the quantity of unsatisfied warrants. 
‘Whether any, and if any, what provision should be 
made in reference to warrants which have jate- 
Jy been issued by North Carolina, to her Universi- 
ty, some of which have been located, is a matter 
worthy of consideration. 
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By an act of Congress of the 7th March 1822 for 
the appointment of Representatives from the several 
states under the last census, this state after the 3d 
day of March next will be entitled to nine Repreren- 
tatives in the Congress of the United States.—It will 
bea part of the duty which devolves upen you at 
the present session to make provisions for our just 
representation, by such distribution as may seem 
right.—In this State the district principle has here- 
tofore been invariably pursued, and should it be cona 
tinued, you will doubtless have an eye to the growing 
importance of those sections-of the State, to which 
the Indian Title has been but recently extinguished. 
—Incidental to these considerations, it will be neces- 
sary to provide by law for the perodical election of 
Representatives agreeable to the apportionment. 

Herewith you will receive the resignation of the 
Honorable Thomas Emmerson late one of the Judges 
of the Supreme Court. Application have been made 
to two gentlemen of East Tennessee to succeed him, 
but they have severally declined for the reasons sta- 
edin their letters, copies of which shallbe laid be- 
fore you.—As considerable time intervened in ma- 
king these different applications and waiting the 
result of each, I thought it best, as the office was an 
important one, and as the day fixed on for the meeting 
of the Legislature was not far distant fo submit the 
selection to themselves, and no appointment has 
therefore been made. l 

The opinions expressed in these letters are sup- 
ported by facts within the observation of daily ex- 
perience that the labour of the judges of the Supreme 
Court, as at present organized, are greater than can 
be borne by men who have arrived to that period of 

life which best qualifies them for the discharge of 
the duties of that high and responsible trust.—A 
well regulated and Independent judiciary is so essen- 
tial to the character ofthc State and to the peace and 
happiness of every citizen, that it has a strong claim 
upon your attention at all times, and especially at 
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the present when the business of the court has so ac- 
cumulated, that notwithstanding the best efforts’ of 
the judges, a delay of justice almost, equivalext to 
a denial is unavoidable.—It would therefore seem 
indispensable that some change in our judiciary 
should take place ; and leading opinion prevails 
amongst those who are experienced in the legal his- 
tory of the country, thatseparate chancery courts 
would facilitate the dispatch of business and essen- 
tially conduce te the real interest of soctety.—Such 
being the situation into which we are brought by a. 
fair experiment under existing situations, 1t is evi. 
dent thatthe repugnance whichis properly felt by 
legislators in attempting tonew model the judiciary, 
ought to be overcome by the known wants and ne- 
cessities of the people. Next toa correct adminis- 
tration of justice nothing is more important than 
that the remedy should be speedy and certain—It 
inspires confidence at home, and give consistent 
character to cur state abroad. This subject has oc- 
wupicd much of my attention, I feel its importance, 
and in further illustration of my opinions relating to 
it i beg leave io refer you to that part of my message 
tv you at the last session which relates to the judi- 
ciary aud recommend the subject to your serious 
consideration. 

The decisions of the Supreme Court which evi- 
dencethe laws ofthe land should be generally known 
—I would therefore recommend that a Reporter be 
appointed with a reasonable salary whose duty it 
should be to report and publish them.—The sale 
would doubtless remunerate the State forall expen- 
Sus. 

I am happy in having it in my power to say that 
the pecuniary embarrassments of the country have 
becn greatly diminished by the industry of our citi- 
zens and the surplus produce of the last year-—a 
reasonable hope is entertained that they will soon 
be entirely removed.—To effect an object so desira- 
ble nothing will have a greater tendency than the 
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encouragement of domestic manufactures, frugàsty, 


and industrious habits—A course of this kind wih. 


result in much more permanent benefit to the coun- 
try than the enactment of Stay and Replevin laws or 
the emission ofan unsound paper currency.
